1. At the request of my predecessor,.___———si thee 
following item was placed on the agenda of a May 1979 SCC/CI meeting: 


"Consideration of CI problems posed by differences in 
background investigation requirements of different 
agencies and departments." 


Prior to the meeting, however, it was deleted from the agenda to allow 
more time for the DCI Security Committee to consider and work out a 
coordinated solution to the problem of differing security clearances/ 
investigative standards. 


2. The problem continues to be with us, however; viz. the House 
Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence Staff Report on “Security 
Clearance Procedures In The Intelligence Agencies," dated September 1979. 
I believe putting the issue back on the agenda of an early SCC/Counter- 
intelligence Working Group meeting could help stimulate progress toward 
a needed solution. Good personnel security screening procedures are an 


essential aspect of a compreh ive defense against the total hostile 
intelligence service threat. l | 


3. Please, therefore, place on the next CIWG meeting agenda a 
discussion led by the Chairman, DCI Security Committee, on its efforts 
to date to solve the CI problems involved in differing security clearance/ 
investigative standards within the Intelligence Community, the issues 25X1A 
still remaining, and the prospects for their settlement. 25X1

--September 1979 HPSCI published report with recommendations 
which were concerned with the need for greater uniformity 
in investigative procedures and standards, and a need for 
improved access to pertinent information. These recommen- 
dations are: 


--Standard background investigations needed for access to 
TS and SCI at the level now required for SCI. 


--Standard investigative reporting needed to insure that 
positive as well as adverse information is available for 
adjudicative consideration. 


--Study the use of polygraph to validate its accuracy. 


--Establish Community-wide criteria relating to the use of 
polygraph. 


--Fstablish uniform investigative procedures and a centralized 
office to conduct background investigations for the entire 
Intelligence Community. 


--Endorse legislation to give Federal investigative agencies 
access to criminal justice records for background inves- 
tigations. 


--Resolve the inconsistency between Executive Order 10450, 
the FBI Guidelines, and the Privacy Act. 


--The Security Committee is in agreement with most of the 
4PSCI recommendations; however, additional resources and 
legislation will be needed for implementation of all of them. 


--GAO report of August 1979 - Cost of Federal Personnel Security 
Investigations Could and Should Be Cut. 


--Prepared for House Committee on Government Operations and 


is aimed entirely at cutting costs rather than at assuring 
effective and informative background investigation report 
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on which to base decisions effecting the National Security. 
--No mention of use of polygraph in the report and it is aimed 


at EO 10450 considerations rather than protection of sensitive 
information, methods and sources.
